Gentlemen,— ‘In accordance with the wishes 
and at the request of a large number of my 
fellow-electors, I have the honor to announce 
my intention of seeking yonr support at the 
ensuing election for the House of Eopresenta- 
tivea, / 

I regret that circumstances have been so 
ordered that little time will be allowed you in 
deliberating upon such an important matter as 
the choice of a representative, but 1 shall endea- 
vour in what time is availablo to visit the 
varions centres of the district, and to lay my 
political views before you. I have good reason 
to think they will bo found to be similar to 
those held by a large majority of the electors in 
the district. ' r 

Lest I should not, however, have an opportu- 
nity of meeting you all personally, I may he 
permitted here to give, as briefly as possible, a 
general idea of my political xiews. 

I will begin by frankly staging that I tUnk 
not only was a wrong step taken politically dur- 
ing the last session of the Assembly with regird 
to the Abolition of Provinces, but that a niost 
grCviouB wrong was attempted to be perpetrated 
by a majority of an expiring Parliament aganst 
the rights and privileges of the electoral holy. 
The extreme step of abolishing Provincial go- 
vernments and Councils, — the creation of |ho 
people themselves, and only existing by the yill 
of the people,— should only have been tafen 
with the consent first obtained and at the ix- 
pressed wish of the people. My views will so 
far, then, be understood when I say, that hal I 
been your representative during last session I 
should steadily and consistently have auppor ^d 
the Opposition in their endeavours to remit lie 
question to the voice of the country.

Now that the question has been raised, hw- 
ever, I am sura T only interpret the almost 
unanimous opinion of the country when I sayat 
is desirable that some change should be madein 
tlie direction of simplifying the form of goveik- 
nicnt under which we live. Over-governineit 
has been the chief evil of which we have had |o 
complain, and any change should provide fir 
four things. First, the separation fiuanciaJy 
and politically (save In purely federal mattcii) 
of the North from tho South Island ; seconl, 
the creation of a legislature or legislatures h 
each Island, having absolute power In all mai- 
teranot purely federal; third, the reconstractuii 
of the General Assembly in accordance wit|» 



these changes, both in regard to the number <f 
4^8 members and its powers ; and, fourth, th^ 
total abolition of the Legislative Council, or thi 
reconstruction of it as an elective body. ' j 

These are, briefly, my views upon the most 
important conetitutional questions likely to be 
discussed duiing next session of the Assembly. 

1 am In favor of a still further extension of 
the system of deferred payments in selling the 
land, and would support any measure which 
would have tho effect of reducing the price under 
that system as fixed during the last session. 
With further regard to the land question, (with 
the alteration menfcionqd above,) I believe it 
would be well to be content till, by the effluxion 
of time, the present leases of the runs are about 
to expire. In view of that event, I will be pre- 
pared to most strongly advocate and support 
such an alteration of the law, (if it is necessary, 
which I don*t believe, ) and such an alteration in 
the administration, as would enable men of ordi- 
nary means to take up leases of from 2000 to 
10,000 acres of pastoral country, instead of, as 
at present, having largo blocks of from 60,000 
to 600,000 acres monopolised by ono wealthy 
firm. 



Tho immediate extensiou of tho Railway 
scheme to the interior of the country will re- 
ceive my warmest support. I cannot forget in 
doing 80 that tho Otago central lino of railway, 
whether coming via Tuapeka or Palmerston, 
will pass through, and for a time termiuato in, 
the Dunstan District, and that its construction 
would not only prove an immense benefit to the 
present population, but would. In providing 
cheap and easy transit for goods and passengers, 
give such a stimulus to the various industries in 
the district as would treble, and even quadruple, 
Its present population. 

I am in favor of tho entire Abolition of tho 
Gold Duty, and also of the reduction in amount 
of the fees and rents which now form such a 
serious item to the mining community, 

With regard to matters more purely local, 1 
do not deem it necessary to say much. I think 
the way in which my own individual interests 
are bound up in, and insepurable from, the 
mining prosperity of the district should be a 
sufficient guarantee that any measure which is 
likely to have tho effect of benefiting the 
mining community will have my unremitting 
attention. I think also, when I state that I 
have lived and worked on the Goldfields both in 
Victoria and New Zealand for the last 22 years, 
it may be taken as a guarantee that I can bring 
some knowledge of the special wants of a 
mining community to the consideration of any 
question which may arise affecting their 
ijitercsts.

Last N. Z, Gazette contains a notification 
that Mr lliehmond Beethara has resigned tho 
position of Registration Officer for the Wakatipn 
Electoral District Mr John Scott Worthington 
has been appointed in M r JBeetbam's room. 

Fruit is now coming into the market 
plentifully, gardeners at Clyde, Conroy's, and 
other places bringing large supplies of cherries 
and strawberries into Cromwell, where they 
meet with ready sale. The former are retailed 
at Is 6d, and the latter at Is per pound,— prices 
not out of the way, considering the early season. 

Last week, Mr Kidd, Mdio bus been long 
and favorably known in connection wifcli the 
Cromwell Hotel, parted with bis interest in that 
property and the ailjoiiiing lands at a good round 
figure — rumor says between £3000 and £4000. 
Messrs Starkey and Soally where the purchasers, 
and we believe it is their intention to make con* 
siderable improvements in the property. 

Necessarily consequent upon tho ap- 
proaching holidays and Assembly election there 
is considerable pressure ou our columns in set- 
ting forth the various attractions and political 
announceoients.

The steamer Tahiroa from Glasgow to 
Dunedin, struck on a reef near Dog Island on 
Friday morning. She was got off ami towod to 
tho Bluff. ^ Owing to the steamer leaking liadly, 
it was thought advisable to beach her. Alt liough 
the actual damage is not yet known, it is not 
thought to be serious, 

Mr Vincent Fyke arrived in the district 
on Wednesday last, and is losing no time in 
placing his views before the electors. Wo are 
infoniied that at a niceting at Alexandra on 
Saturday evening, Mr Pyke had a large audienco 
— Mr Samson, Mayor, m the chair— and a unani- 
mous vote of confidence was passed in favor of 
the candidate, Mr Pyke addresses the Crom- 
well electors on Friday evening, in the A the- 
me um hall, and at Bannock burn on Monday 
evening. 

Since our last issue, further heavy falls 
of rain have taken place in the interior, causing 
the rivers to rise higher than they have done for 
years past. Ibis is nioro ©specially tho caso 
with the Clutha, which is now carrying an enor- 
mous body of water. The low-lyiug samls and 
islands up the river have boon submerged, caus- 
ing considerable damage. The flood must have 
come down very suddenly, as numbers of car- 
cases of sheep, hm'Bcs, etc., wci*e seen homo 
down by the sfroam. Tlie river is now subsid- 
ing, aud the weather apparently more settled.

Tn connection with the loss of tho Si rath- 
more there appears in tho Manchester Gmrdian 
an. extract from a letter written hy Mr Tbnmas 
Henderson, son of Mr Henderson, of Messrs 
Brogden and Sons, which indicates probablo 
cause of the loss of that vessel. T'he letter is 
dated on board the Strath moi c. May 2 1st, 1875, 
lab. 4 deg. 20 min. north. The letter says — 
“We got out of the channel beautifully, but 
directly after we inanaored that a bead-wind 
came on, and continued for a fcrtiiigbt, ddving 
us right .across to America. After that finished 
we had a fair wind, but uninckilv it has been so 
slight the whole time that on some occasions we 
have not Ijciiig going more than a quarter of a 
milo an hour. The ¥08*^01 seem a capital one, 
and tho captain an I officers are very agreeable, 
bub the crew are a nasty, ill-conditioned lot. 
When we had been about ten d.ays out they 
broached the cargo, taking two or three rases of 
{fill out of the hold, and \vc;g consequently all 
drunk the next day, ami besiles tliat, the day 
following they were in a state of inf nbord illa- 
tion, and refused to turn to work ; but it got 
settled in the course of time, aud nothing fur- 
ther has been said about the matter, thpiugh I 
should hardly expect it would be allowed to 
drop altogether,” It is feared tlnat in the at- 
tempt by the d cw to broach cargo, a epark lias 
ignited the powder which the vessel was c irry- 
ing.

Mr Mamlers visited Macotown on Saturday 
evening on election business. No other can- 
didate has as yet declared for this district, 
but many may yet come forward, and present 
c|iiieo may be only the calm which precedes 
the tempest.

The 
jjrincipiJ business with which the Wakatip 
delegates will bo charged will be to endeavor 
to obtain its erection into an independent 
d istrict instead of as at present being united 
with Cromwell, which district will no doubt 
be in favor nf a similar arrangement in re- 
gard to itself. 

Mining enterprise has been much retarded 
by the severe weather which continues inter- 
niittently, Both the Arr<w United and. 
Universal G<uii panics’ claims are full of' 
water. The former company will be ready 
to resume pumping in a day or twojbut will 
probably wait for more settled weather. The 
latter are pushing on the repairing of their 
head race and duin and tho erection of their 
pumping machinery. The Oliineso claims 
above them in the Arrow river are being 
again put in order for paddocking. The, 
Sons of Fortune 0(uupany are still driving 
their main tunnel, from which they obtained 
2oz Ddwfc of coarse gahl^ Tho manager states 
that wlien ready tu block out each pick would 
nett double tliat amtumt weekly. The ar- 
rangements for ventilating the mine are now 
nearly c< mi] dote and answer lulmirably. 

It is intended by residents to take steps to 
stock the Roaring Billy stream with trout 
from Butcl’s dam, and as that stream is very 
clear and of great voliniio the fish arc likely 
to thrive well in it, while the scenery being 
interostiiig and approachable it will bo a 
favorite resort for tourists and visitors. 

At Macotown, prospecting for reefs is re- 
tarded by severe weatluir. ilaH’s party will 
bo unable to start raising f[uartz until after 
Christmas. Barclays and Raven arc actively 
getting 1 heir cruahing plant in course of erec- 
AirsoU’s party are sinking another 
shaft adjoining tho prospector’s boundary. 
The higdier parts of 'tho range still show 
qiiaiitities of snow in patches, while the view 
from the t<»p shows Viist quantities ou tho 
high mountains to tlio west and north. 

At Skippers tho Phoenix tvibutors have 
cleaned up, and you will no doubt learn by 
telegram the result. They arc driving on a 
ahead to get another block ready for s toping 
and also intend to work a block of surface 
stone which shows very w'ell. Southberg is 
going to crush stone from his New Years’ 
Gift claim, and is undci'stoud to have a good 
face of payable atone iu tho Otago claim, 
An.(jiig new claims about to bo worked is 
that of Messrs Bdgar and Harris in Biitdicr’s 
Gully, The reef is 3 feet wide and shows 
gold, while timber and water power ai'c 
readily available. It appears that tho Shot- 
over Company is after all likely to be wound 
lip and slu,>ukl 11 lo claim change hands may 
yet, like the Plueiux claim, agreeably asto- 
nish its new propi'ietors. 

Mr William Jenkins has taken over tho 
stock and premises of tho late firm of Thom- 
son and Jenkins and has re-opened for busi- 
ness. From the esteem in which Mr J enkins 
is held there is no doubt ho will make a pros- 
perous business. 

Tlio Arr<nv has felt much inconvenience 
from the closing fJ Mr Doiioghuo’s hucclicry 
business, us moat has been very scarce both 
at the Arrow and the I2-Milo ; it is therefore 
satisfactory to liml that ho is about to re- 
eonimciice after Christmas.

DRINK AND ITS RESULTS. 



Our last week’s telegraphic news announced 
the suicide in Dunedin of an unemployed bank 
cleric named Alexander Scott, who cut his 
throat in the most determined manner. 
The misguided young man was for some 
time a resident of Cromwell in connection 
with one of tho local Banks. From the 
Dunedin papers we copy the chief evidence 
taken at the inquest : — 

John R. Cowio, ledger-keeper at the Bank 
of New Zealand, said that he had known de- 
ceased for fourteen years, and had seen him 
constantly during the past four months. 
He was twenty-six at the time of his death, 
a native of Scotland, unmarried, a clerk by 
occupation, and a Presbyterian by religious 
persuasion. Witness last saw him alive be- 
tween nine and ten o’clock yesterday morning. 
They lodged in the same house. He knocked 
at witnesaes’s door, but he refused to open it, 
saying he wanted sleep. Deceased after- 
wards tried to burst the door open, and then 
to get in by t!ie window, witness now believed 
to get his razors. Witness jumped oat of 
bed and drove liim away. He went to his 
bedroom. His face had a savage and pecu- 
liar expression, though witness did not at 
tlio time think there \va.s anything singular 
in that. Witness afterwards went out and 
returned at about twenty minutes to four, 
wltcn he was met by Mrs Paget, the landlady, 
who asked him to go and see Mr Scott. Wit- 
ness looked into his bedroom, saw deceased 
lying on the bed, and there was blond on the 
floor. He raised himself and looked at wit- 
ness who ran for a doctor. When witness 
returned Scott was quite dead. Deceased 
never spoke of committing suicide. Ho had 
been out of employment for four or five 
months, but had told witness that ho bad 
got a situation in tho Harbor Office. Lat- 
terly ho had been drinking heavily, ro- 
turuing home nightly quite drunk. The 
penknife produced ia the ono with which 
he committed suicide. It belonged to 
himself. 

Mary Pagot deposed tliat deceased had 
lived at her house during tho past four 
mouths. He was mftcli addicted to drink, 
but occasionally would be sober for days to- 
gether. For a week before his death sho saw 
but little of him. SJiO never saw that his 
mind was affected until the morning 
of his deatli, when ho got up at five 
o’clock, which was very unusual for him. 
While deceased was trying to burst last wit- 
ness’s door open ho appeared as though in- 
sane, his eyes glistened, and he appeared 
very excited. Deceased then went to bed 
and at eleven o’clock was sleeping soundly. 
During the morning he repeatedly asked for 
drink, which witness refused to give liim. 
Some time after she heard him moaning 
heavily, and on looking int<^ his bedroom saw 
blood on tho floor and bedding. His head 
was covered in the blankets, and she ran out, 
and meeting last witne.ss, scut liim for a 
doctor. Deceased appeared to bo possessed 
of considerable moans. 

Tho jury found that deceased committed 
suicide while in a state of temporary insanity, 
brought on by excessive drinking.

THE GOVERNMENT POLICY. 



Wo make tho following extracts from the 
speech delivered at Christchurch the other 
day by tho Hon. Mr Richardson, Minister of 
publio Works . 

Tho Government propose tocentralise, to the 
very utmost, the whole legislative power in 
tho Assembly, and to decentraliso the admini- 
strative power, and to put it, as far as possible, 
into tho hands of Local Boards, and local go- 
voming bodies, Tho Local Govomment Bill 
ill course of preparation proposes to at once 
divide tho whole Colony into shires, and 
those shires to bo composed, as far as possible, 
of the present Roafl Boards. Tho question 
of future electoral district boundaries will also 
bo considered, and, as far as they could see, 
there will bo no difficulty whatever in making 
electoral boundaries coterminous with tlioso 
of future Shire Councils. There was no 
reason whatever to suppose that there would 
he any difficulty in continuing in future 
the endowments which had been proposed. 
The Road Boards will get from the Oon- 
selidated Revenue their pound for pound on 
rates they levy. Then Shire Cou ncils will be 
endowed, and, as far as he could see, muni- 
cipalities will get their license fees out of the 
endowment which has been proposed. Go- 
vernment said that Shire Councils must be 
made attractive if they are to be composed of 
good men, and must have a reliable revenue. 
The revoimo which they will have in the first 
place will bo a proportion of the land fund — 
tlio pound for pound — ^and they will have all 
the power of rating for particular works, such 
as bridges land reclamation works, as described 
in the Abolition Bill. Tho Government saw 
very clearly that by these means Shire Coun- 
cils, either individually or in combination 
with an adjoining ono, will be in a better 
positon to carry out larger works than Road 
Boards are in at present. After paying 
charges, that by law aro chargeable on the 
land fund, Government proposed that the 
residue be divided amongst Shire Councils, 
so that the whole of the land fund accruing 
within the present Provincial districts shall 
be kept entirely at tho disposal of tbo local 
bodies. The Government also had In pre- 
paration measures for the purpose of gener- 
alising laws on scab, impoumlings, and other 
subjects, and that alone, ho thought, would 
bo a great boon to tlie whole country. 

Regarding the lands of the Colony it would 
bo the duty of Government to see that they 
were not sacrificed, and to do everything it 
could to assist in the settlement of the coun- 
try, both in the selection of lands suitable 
for agricultural purposes and having them 
ready, as they are doing now to a very oon- 
sidorahle extent in tlio North Island, for 
settlers, both on cash payment and on deferred 
payment. With regard to the runs he was of 
ophiion they should be fairly assessed, then 
the first offer to he given to existing holders 
of leases. If put up to auction, it would lead 
to jobbery and corruption, am! the formation 
of such rings as even America has hardly 
seen. 

A groat deal had been said as to where the 
endowments came from. Now Ins own in 
dividual opinion had been, for years past, 
that when once a system such as ho had juat 
been describing, or ono somewhat analogous, 
was csbablishpid throughout the country, Go- 
vernment would be enabled to largely de- 
crease tho expenses of administration by 
consolklating different offices throughout tho 
Colony. He could see, at all events in his 
own department, and in other departments 
which ho occasionally had to look after, that 
enormous savings can he made if only the 
question is grappled with a firm hand. He 
saw no reason v/hy tho promises in the Aboli- 
tion Bill should not bo carried out in their in- 
tegrity. The revenue will certainly afford it

From the evidence of tho child’s 
mother at tho inquest, it appeared that tho 
child choked through swallowing four green- 
gooseberries while she was out of the room, 
Mrs Larriman succeeded in extracting three 
of the gooseberries from the throat, but failed 
to remove the fourth. She at once started to 
take the child to the Christchurch Hospital, 
but before reaching there the child expired. 
A pod mortem examination showed that 
death resulted from suffiocation, caused by 
the ^oseberry obstructing the throat. A ' 
verdict of Accidental deatii,” was returned.

In the early days of tho Arrow goldfield, 
when gold • was easily obtained, gcnoral and 
extravagant indnlgenco in stvnng drink was 
common, and some vcjtaries tho jolly god 
more infatuated than tho rest onterod into a 
compact with each otlier undor the above 
title. They agreed to share thoir oarniiigs, 
excepting so rmielr as would suffice for food 
and clothing; and to devote them to the pur- 
clinse of firewater. They had a hut at Maco- 
town which they^termed ** the' dead-house,” 
and in this place ■ most of tlieir orgies were 
and are (by a remnant, even while I write) 
still held,’ As these men have kept together 
until lately, their knowledge of tho field has 
always enabled them to get 'gMd, especially 
because as long as any of them had a payable 
claim the rest would .stick in to it until it was 
exhausted, When gold failed they, won Id go 
to their storekeeper, Mr T. Smith (a man 
tvho would not Bell., them drink, but who 
would trust them for boots and clothing, as 
well as food, and whom they always made a 
point of paying), arid get’ goods from him, 
which they would either sell to the Chinese, 
f6ra trifle, or exchange with’ other parties 
for 'drink, at a frightful discount. In ’ conse- 
quence of these practises the apostles , have 
hjid to work through the bitter winters hero,- 
aiid in the cold water of the creek, in rags 
aid almost without shoes ; while their gone- 
r«jl style of living was such that only men 'of 
imn constitutions could have endured. Still 
tljey have adhered to their programme, and 
‘Were never so happy as when a good find of 
gild enabled them to have a week or tivo’a 
Btilid drinking, to which they became so 
ii^red that a bottle of spirits only sorvtd for 
tljree drinks, while a few gallons of strong 
spirits would be swallowed in a short space 
ofjtime, with but little results than making 
them anxious for more. One instance out. of 
scjtrejs which happened only a few months 
ag), will serve to illustrate tho working of 
this silly and vicious organisation better than 
arir amount of description. ' One of- the 
amstles was ‘ employed to pack' 'some grog 
ovpT to the Matatiipu.
